Results  of  the  Third- War  Loan 
i set  Fort  Benning  well  on  the  way

Tour  wuit  01 
counsel  is  the  most  difficult  and 
unappreciated  task  that  your  nuli- 
tary^  career  will  embrace.  As  de- 
fense counsel  in  civilian  life,  you, 
havg  that  small  matter  of  the  fee 
to  console  you  should  you  en-’ 
counter  a particularly  obdurate 
jury.  However,  even  that  small, 
consolation  is  denied  the  defense 
counsel  before  a court  martial. 

When  you  receive  your  copy 
of  file  charge  sheet  and  other 
pertinent  matter  from  the  trial 
judge  advocate  your  labors  begin 
and  rthey  continue  until  the  record 
of  the  trial  has  been  forwarded. 

As  soon  as  you  receive  the 
charge  sheet,  look  over  toe 
charges  and  specifications..

The  more  people  who 
know  a secret,  the  less, chance  there  is  of  its 
ever  being  kept. 

“Enthusiasm.  Everyone  interested  in  his  job  „ 
finds  it  hard  not  to  talk  about  it.  When  you’re 
about  to  go  into  action,  it’s  even  more  difficult. 
That  is  when  you  are  ‘easy  pickings’  for  the 
clever  enemy  operative. 

“Ignorance.  Enemy  agents  do  not  go  around 
looking  like  old  style  movie  villains  and  vamps. 
They  are  hard  working,  meticulous  investigators 
who  can  put  bits  of  information  together  wher- 
ever ignorant  people  drop  them.”

Are  Security  Weapons 


School  where  every  will  and  effort  is  bent  in 
the*  direction  of  success.  Ancf  yet,  because  most 
men  have  known  or  will  know  failure  inti- 
mately, these  words  are  passed  on  to  all  officer 
candidates. 

Our  ;publications  and  editorials  generally  re- 
late ways  of  becoming  successful  here  at  school— 
generally  speak ‘of  what  is  expected  during  the 
courses  and  after -their  successful  completion. 
This  is  no  exception- only  this  .article . speaks  of 
what  is  expected  should  the  course  not  be  suc- 
cessfully completed;  for  just  as  the  school  has  a 
“code”  for  success  so  does  it  expect  certain  ethi- 
cal reactions  to ; failure, 

■The  most'  natural  thing  in  the  world  for  a 
man  to  do  is  to  attempt  to  justify  his  inability  to 
“measure  up”  to  certain  standards— how  honest 
he  is  in  this  self-justification'  is  the  difference 
between  a successful  failure  and  an  out  and  out 
“washout.”  There  have  been  men  who  felt  it. 
necessary  to  make  untrue  and  sometimes  ridic- 
.ulous  statements  about  being  dismissed  from  the 
school— these  men  and  their  excuses  are  not 
“real”  and  they  do  an  injustice  not  only  to  the 
best  Officer  Candidate  School  in  the  country  but 
also  to  their  Army  and  themselves. 

Perhaps  you’re  wondering  how  I know  so 
much  about  failure— well  I’m  one  of  those  fel- 
lows who  didn’t  “measure  up”— there  are  a lot 
of  us.  Some  of  us  tried,5  some  just  hoped, 
others  didn't  give  a dam  but  all  of  us  had 
one  thing  in  common,  namely,  we  lacked  some 
important  ability  or  characteristic  that  the  school 
deemed  necessary  for  successful  leadership.  A 
soldier’s  value,  however,  doesn’t  suddenly  be- 
come nil  after  a failure— soldiers  win  wars  and 
I daresay  that  many  of  our  present  leaders 
who  play  great  roles  in  this  conflict  have  rolled 
the  dice  ’with  failure — men  who  have  the  guts 
to  admit  and  realize  their  mistakes  are  men 
who  will  stand  up  beside  the  successful  leader 
and  fight  the  good  fight. 

Let  there  be  no  man  who  had  the  honor 
of  being  considered  “officer  material”  ever  to 
lower  or  spot  that  honor  .by  deliberately ! mis- 
placing the.  cause  behind  his  failing — do  not  be- 
smirch your  Army,. self  or  The  Infantry  School 
for  a few  thoughtless  words.  Nothing  is  so 
completely  unconvincing  as  such  statements  as 
“I  washed-out  because  my  T.  O.  didn’t  like  the 
way  I parted  my  hair”— yet  I have  heard  men 
make  such  remarks.  These  men  are  really  fail- 
ures in  every  sense  of  the  word. 

How  much  of  a man  you  are — how  truthful 
you  are  with  yourself  is  what  makes  your  fail- 
ure important  or  unimportant.  It  is  very  easy 
to  say  honestly  and  directly  “I  didn’t  meet  the 
standards.”  You’ll  find  yourself  a better  sol- 
dier through  saying  those  words.  Longfellow 
wisely  advises  us  thusly:  “Not  enjoyment  and 

not  sorrow  is  our  destined  end  or  way — But  to 
act  that  each  tomorrow  find  us  further  than 
today.”  So  no  matter  when  or  where  you  may 
fail— whether  it  be  before  you’re  commissioned 
or  afterwards— remember  the  way  you  account 
for  that  failure  may  mean  the  difference  be- 
tween “failing  successfully’5  or  just  plain  fail-
